Not one spectator was present 
Friday afternoon as Romulus City 
Council took preliminary steps to 
whittle four departments down to 
two and again delayed adoption of 
an already five-week late city 
budget for the 1978-79 fiscal year. 

The special session was called for 
4:30 p.m. Friday following last 
Tuesday’s regular council meeting 
and was posted in city hall. 

Up slightly from last year, the new 
budget when adopted is anticipated 
to be about $10 million, according to 
Larry Moore, finance director. 

Council members Friday want tJ 
combine the positio^p&f industrial 
coordinator and grants department 
head into a single job classification. 
They also agreed that to merge the 
ordinance department and the

He stressed that the route which

Final adoption of nextf iacal year’s 
budget was expected at yesterday's 
regularly scheduled council 
meeting. 

Under Section 9.4 of the city 
charter, the city budget each year is 
supposed to be adopted on or before 
45 days before the end of the fiscal 
year, Jine 30, or about May 15. 

If cotncil approved the budget 
yesterday, Moore said no major 
problems would occur and payrolls 
would go on as usual. 

Last year, a lawsuit was filed 
against the city when council 
delayed budget adoption and no 
money was on hand to meet the city 
payroll. 


After the township put up signs 
rerouting the empty northbound 
trucks, the trucking firm filed suit in 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
recently. 

Judge Horace Gilmore last month 
ruled Huron Township had the right 
to erect temporary signs rerouting 
the traffic over a 90-day period. 

Clerk Rhodes said the temporary 
signs forbid trucks of over three 
axles to travel on Waltz Road. To 
back up the judge’s order, Police 
Chief John Carney assigned a squad 
car to partol the truck route in the 
township to enforce its provisions. 

Since the judge’s ruling, the 
Wayne County Road Commission 
has told Huron Township that it will 
physically take down the temporary 
signs and a tug-of-war has developed 
between the two bodies of govern- 
ment. 

Although a phone call from the 
Road Commission as late as Friday 
afternoon threatened again to 
remove the signs, Chief Carney 
Monday morning said nothing had 
happened. But, an early morning 
call Monday from the Road Com- 
mission instructed him it would 
begin taking the signs down at 10 
a.m., setting up the chances for a 
physical confrontation. A later call 
infonned the township that the 
commission would hold off until 
after the meeting. 

Chief Carney said Monday he 
would meet with !he Road Com- 
mission in an attempt to iron out the 
knotty situation. Also attending the 
afternoon session were Puskar, 
Rhodes, Trustee A. J. Haener, and 
the township attorney.

Through efforts of State Rep.

Mahalak brought the situation to 
the attention of the Department of 
Natural Resources and the 
Department of Public Health, and 
called a meeting in Romulus late in 
May to bring together represen- 
tatives of the departments, local 
citizens and city officials to discuss 
the matter. 

There followed staff investigations 
by the Department of Natural 
Resources, which included water 


Huron trims budget 


Police shift, rec 
program cut out 


The midnight shift on the police 
force and the summer recreation 
program have been cut out of the 
1978-79 budget of $994,209 adopted by 
the Huron Township Board of 
Trustees early this month. 

Up only a little more than $80,000 
over last year, the new budget 
represents an attempt by the board 
to meet increased costs and the 
inflationary spiral. 

“The board is trying to live within 
the budget dictated by our incoming 
revenues. It will be hard to do,” 
commented Sup. John Puskar. 

He said he was hopeful that voters 
going to the polls for the Aug. 8 
primary election would pass a three- 
mill levy to set up a special police 
assessment district. Currently, he 
explained, the police department is 
financed directly from the general 
fund and the effort to maintain and 
operate a police force solely from 
that source is becoming more and 
more difficult. 

The Huron Township Police 
Department does receive funds from 
federal revenue sharing which 


presently pays for the cost of one 
police car, Puskar added. A force of 
six full-time and five part-time 
police officers now safeguards the 
9,200 persons living in the township. 

Added in next year’s budget is a 
$20,000 allocation for a dog pound 
which the township wants to build 
behind the No. 1 fire station. Only 
one bid of $40,000 was submitted to 
the board and that was rejected as 
too high, Puskar said. 

Tlie board plans to have its ar- 
chitect revamp plans for the dog 
pound and let bids again in hopes 
that it can be constructed at a lower 
cost, the supervisor said. 

The dog pound is needed to house 
the ever-increasing number of stray 
dogs dumped in Huron Township by 
persons living out of the area The 
wandering dogs have caused many 
problems and have proved to be a 
constant source of irritation to 
township residents in past months. 

Puskar said the new dog pound 
would be build to house the animals 
in sanitary and humane quarters. 


samples at locations between Van 
Bom and Joan roads. 

The State of Michigan Water 
Quality Standards people are in the 
process of taking some significant 
steps in correcting the situation at 
the Trouton Drain, Mahalak said. 

He said that septic tank 
discharges have been found along 
the Trouton Drain and actions are 
being taken to correct this situation. 

The investigations showed that the 
largest impact on the water quality 
in the drain is from contaminated 
groundwater feeding the drain from 
the property of Chemical Recovery 
Systems, he explained. 

According to Mahalak, the con- 
tamination problem has been 
referred to the Environmental 
Enforcement Division, which is 


reviewing it with the state attorney 
general’s office for formal en- 
forcement action. 

Hie Department of Natural 
Resources is working with the city 
of Romulus in other alternate 
solutions to correct the problems. 
The attorney general has informally 
determined that action can be taken 
by the state of Michigan to correct 
the problems that affect the 
residents along the Trouton Drain, 
Mahalak said. 

He said the investigation showed 
that Chemical Recovery Systems 
has failed to operate in accordance 
with the requirements and 
limitations of its permit issued by 
the Water Resources Commission. 

Meanwhile, Mahalak reported, 
action is being taken to eliminate 


sources of contamination, clean out 
the drain and improve its water 
quality. “We are on our way now to 
correcting a very unsavory 
situation," he said. 

Mahalak met personally recently 
with Dr. Howard A. Tanner, director 
of the Department of Natural 
Resources, to discuss ways to speed 
up action to correct the problems 
with the drain. 

The Department of Natural 
Resources has suggested as another 
alternative that a task force be 
appointed to inspect every inch of 
the affected area of the Trouton 
Drain and that a new permit be 
issued to comply with Act 245. P. A. 
1929, as amended, to insure that 
future problems with the drain will 
not occur.

State Rep. Edward E. Mahalak (D 
- Romulus) has announced that, 
through action by the Legislature, 
the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority is now* of- 
fering low-interest home im- 
provement loans, home im- 
provement deferred payment loans 
and grants. 

The loans are available to low and 
moderate income homeowners with 
an annual gross income of less than 
$17,830 

The property must be 20 years old 
or older, or in need of repair to 
correct damage caused by a natural 
disaster or to correct items that are 
hazardous to health and safety, or 
for items directly related to energy 
conservation, Mahalak said. 

Applicants must be Michigan 
residents and reasonable credit 
risks. The improvements must be 


completed within six months of the 
date of the loan. 

Maximum loans available are 
$15,000 for single family homes or 
$5,000 per dwelling unit for multiple 
dwelling properties. 

According to Mahalak, residential 
properly may be improved to 
comply with ordinances or to make 


the property more liveable or 
usable. Such energy conservation 
improvements as insulation and 
storm windows are strongly en- 
couraged, he said. 

However, Mahalak added, such 
improvements as garages, 
driveways, landscaping, patios, 
decks, fences and fireplaces are not 


eligible for the loans 
Interested homeowners can obtain 
addional information by visiting a 
local lender participating in the 
State Housing Development 
Authority home improvement 
program or by contacting the

Many of the 39 State Waterways 
Commission-sponsored harbors 
Auto Club lists near cities with 1,000 
or more population offer nearby 
hotels, motels or campgrounds, or 
feature parks with beaches and 
picnic grounds Most also allow 
fishing at pierside. 

Charlevoix’s port is just one of 
eight in the state hosting waterborne 
festivals. The July 27-30 Venetian 
Festival there features craft 
resplendent with lights in an evening 
parade. Escanaba ’s Aug. 2 Venetian 
Night boat parade is preceded by a 
band concert. Grand Haven 
schedules two big events— a 
Venetian parade Aug. 26 and the 
July 30- Aug. 6 Coast Guard Festival. 

Marquette’s city harbor glitters 
with lighted craft for the evening 
Blessing of the Fleet July 4, while 
Gladstone holds its Memorial of the 
Sailors at its dock each Memorial 
Day. Rogers City’s Nautical 
Festival is scheduled Aug. 3-6. 

A carnival and fireworks enliven 
Elk Rapids’ port during Harbor 
Days July 20-22. Ontonagon’s 
Summer Festival over Labor Day 
Weekend has a boat parade. 

While St. Ignace’s harbor attracts 
visitors over the July Fourth 
holidays with a dockside boat and 
antique auto show, the lure of Great 
Lakes fishing brings thousands of 
anglers to many other ports an- 
nually. Breakwalls and piers or 
charter boats at New Buffalo, St. 
Joseph, Muskegon and Manistee 
along Lake Michigan and Alpena 
and Cheboygan along Lake Huron 
offer salmon in fall and steelhead in 
spring. 

Summer perch anglers can board 
party boats operating opposite South 
Haven’s marina in Lake Michigan or 
at the East Tawas pier jutting 2,400 
feet into Lake Huron’s Tawas Bay, 
the longest wooden maritime 
structure in the state. Others can 
tackle Lake Erie’s perch from shore 
or launch their own craft at Bolles 
Harbor near Monroe. 

For a view of everything from 
runabouts to mahogany and teak 
cabin cruisers, stroll through St. 
Clair’s public marina on the Pine 
River. Berths are just a few steps 
from the St. Clair River and the 
world's longest freshwater board- 
walk linking the Voyageur 


Restaurant and St. Clair Inn. 
Benches along the 2,000-foot 
promenade offer close-up views of 
freighters on one of the world s 
busiest waterways. 

Shipwatchers also can stop at the 
tiny Detroit River facility at 
Wyandotte’s Bishop Park. That 
harbor and Upper Michigan’s 
L’Anse marina are the smallest 
listed by Auto Club, with four berths 
each. 

Largest harbor for transient 
boaters is the 195-slip facility at the 
metro-park marina near Mount 
Clemens, hosting the world’s biggest 
in-water boat shows Sept. 28-Oct. 1 
and Oct 5-8. Boat viewing along the 
Black Creek and nearby Clinton 
River is excellent any summer 
weekend. 

To capture the excitement of a 
harbor in a pre-race mood, visit Port 
Huron’s Black River marina. The 
fastest sailing craft in the Midwest 
gather there for the July 15 Port 
Huron-Mackinac race. From July 
14-16, Menominee’s harbor fills with 
craft piloted by Explorer and 
Mariner Scouts for the in-port Bay 
Jammer sailing series. 

Harbors are part of waterfront 
parks at eight cities. 

Traverse City’s cock is part of the 
Clinch Park, while a sulphurous 
spring is a focal point for Frank- 
fort’s facility. Playgrounds and 
picnic areas also encircle docks at 
Sault Ste. Marie, Manistique, East 
Jordan, Boyne City and Harbor 
Beach. A picnic area adjacent to 
Detroit’s Memorial Park marina is 
perfect for viewing the mammoth 
July Fourth Detroit River fireworks 
display and boat watching. 


Three harbors have nearby tourist 
attractions of historic or religious 
importance. The Quincy Mine Hoist 
is a half-mile from Houghton- 
Hancock’s marina on Lake Superior 
and is among Upper Michigan’s 
best-known tourist spots. It is the 
largest steam-powered hoist ever 
built and operated from 1920 to 1931. 

Lelands harbor, with its 
weathered New England-style 
shanties, is a local historic area 
north of Traverse City. 

Petoskey is the jumping-off point 
for divers visiting the Scuba Divers’ 
Shrine at the bottom of Little 


Traverse Bay. That harbor and one 
to the north at Harbor Springs are 
part of Michigan’s Riviera, where 
the rich moor giant yachts up to 75 
feet long. 

For views of unmatched natural 
phenomena, board a tour boat at 
Munising’s port for daily 37-mile 
trips past Pictured Rocks National 
Lakeshore. 

Picturesque Black River harbor 
near Ironwood is the terminus of the 
17-mile Black River Drive, winding 
through dense Upper Peninsula 
forest and offering nature trails to 
eight waterfalls 25 to 40 feet high.

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HCMA metroparks have 
overnight canoe stop-offs 


One of the most popular routes for 
canoeing in southeastern Michigan 
is along the Huron River, which 
covers more than 100 miles from 
southwest of Pontiac to Lake Erie. 

The Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority has three canoe overnight 
campsites along the river, designed 
primarily for organized groups, 
individuals or families on canoe 
trips. 

Fees for the sites cost $1 per canoe 
per night, with a maximum of $5 
nightly. Metropark vehicle permits 
— $1 daily, $ 5 annually or $1 for 
senior citizens — as well as adult 
supervision, also are required. 

The campsite permites are 
available at Kensington, Hudson 
Mills and Lower Huron metroparks. 

The canoe campsites in Ken- 
sington Metropark are located along 
the river in the group campsite area. 
There is no canoe rental service, 
however, liveries are located 
nearby. Contact the park office at 
685-1561 (Milford) for further in- 
formation. 

Canoe campsites at Hudson Mills 
Metropark are located along the 
river just below North Territorial 
Road Rental service for that park 


and nearby Delhi Metropark is 
handled by Skip’s Huron River 
Canoe Livery, located in the later 
park 

Rates for Hudson Mills to Delhi is 
$10.50 and $6.50 from Dexter to 
Delhi, both plus deposit. Weekend 
rentals require advanced 
registration. 

Contact Skip’s at 769-8686 or the 
Huron Mills park office at 426-8211 
(Dexter). 

Canoe campsites at Lower Huron 
Metropark are located one mile 
below South Metropolitan Parkway. 
There is no rental service, however, 
liveries are located in the area. 

The authority also polishes a free 
Huron River caoe map. 

The map, covering the 101 -mile 
stretch of the Huron River from 
Proud Lake in Oakland County to its 
mouth at Lake Erie in Wayne 
County, is divided into four sections 
— Proud Lake State Recreation 


Area to Kensington Metropark, 
Kensington Metropark to the Village 
of Dexter. Dexter to the City of 
Belleville and Belleville to Lake 
Erie 

Designed by Graphic Artist 
Michael S. Broad, the maps shows 
public canoe campsites, launching 
and parking areas, portages, canoe 
liveries, road crossings and other 
orientation points. A chart denotes 
mileage and travel time between 
major points of interest, with a 
complete trip estimated at 42 hours 

The Huron River canoe Map is 
available at the park offices of 
Kensington near Milford, Hudson 
Mills near Dexter and Lower Huron 
near Belleville and HCMA Detroit 
Office

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Amateur chefs who enjoy competition in the 
kitchen should ready themselves for the 1978 Beef 
Cook-Off Contest, sponsored by the Michigan Beef 
Industry Commission. 

Contest finals will be held Aug. 29 at the Michigan 
State Fair. The winner will represent Michigan at 
the national finals, to be held in early September in 
Oklahoma City. Okla. 

According to Retha Hankey, home economist for 
the Michigan Beef Industry Commission, the 
contest is designed to stimulate creation of beef 
recipes utilizing chuck, round, rump, or fresh 
brisket cuts of beef. 

“It seems consumers always are looking for 
different ways to prepare America’s No. 1 entree- 
beef,” Hankey said. “Besides discovering new 
recipes, we are hoping to educate consumers about 
preparation of these various cuts of beef. Certain 
cuts must be treated differently from others 
because of many factors including texture, ten- 
derness and fat content.” 

To be eligible, contestants must be 18 years or 
older, and they cannot have a professional status 
within the food industry. Beef dishes must contain a 
minimum of two pounds of beef and not more than 
five pounds. Recipes will be judged on the basis of 
taste, appearance, originality, ease of preparation 
and practicality. Recipes should be original and 
contain no other meat product. 

First prize for the Michigan winner will be an all- 
expense paid trip for two to the National Beef Cook- 
Off, along with a basket of what else-beef steaks. 
Top prize for the national contest is $1,500 with cash 
prizes for eight other top places. 

Both the state and national Beef Cook-Off contests 
are different from most cooking contests because 
they operated at a grassroots level without com- 
mercial sponsorship.

Tax revamping urged 


With the growing movement among 
Michigan residents to join the ranks of 
citizens supporting tax reform, local 
officials are taking a new look at 
government spending and any 
possible areas where that spending 
may be reduced or even eliminated. 

In the wake of California’s adoption 
of Proposal 13, or the Jarvis-Gann 
amendment, elected officials across 
the nation either are attempting to 
head-off similar measures in their 
states or for the first time are 
seriously listening to the disgruntled 
taxpayer whose pleas, until now, have 
fallen on deaf ears. 

We have said in the past that it 
seemed just a little strange that 
elected officials have waited until now 
to recognize the real problems being 
faced by their constituents. Probably, 
most of those officials felt that they 
knew what really was best for the 
citizens, and with the exception of a 
few dissident taxpayers, that ap- 
proach seemed to work well for them. 

But not any more. 

Few examples of government ex- 
cess hit home as well as the example 
cited by Taxpayers United for Tax 
Limitation, the Southfield-based group 
which has been stumping the state for 
support of their tax limitation 
proposal which they hoped to have on 
this November’s ballot. 

That example showed that state and 
local taxes have increased 2^ times 
faster than the income of Michigan 
citizens. State spending increased by 
800 percent while personal income 
increased only 180 percent over the 
past 10 years. 

During that same period of time, the 
number of state employees has in- 
creased by 50 percent while the state’s 
population increased only 6.7 percent. 

Is it any wonder then that the 
citizens of Michigan have finally 
decided that they have had enough. 

For too long the elected leaders of 
Michigan used the state treasury for 
their own political purposes. Initiating 
new special interest laws any time 
they thought there may be some 
political advantage from such 
legislation. 

Almost daily, new departments and- 


or agencies were proposed by Lansing 
lawmakers, more for the public 
relations value than the potential 
worth to Michigan citizens. 

In short, we feel that elected of- 
ficials have lacked accountability for 
too long, and the current rash of tax 
limitation and tax cut-back proposals, 
should go a long way toward remin- 
ding them of their responsibility to all 
of the people of this state. 

It should be pointed out that Western 
Wayne County has been fortunate in 
selecting representatives of quality 
who have for the most part, placed the 
welfare of all the citizens before 
special interest groups. But with the 
high pressure, special interest lob- 
byists in Lansing always working to 
promote their own special legislation, 
it often is difficult for any elected 
leader to resist or reject the benefits 
which go along with cooperating with 
them. 

Therefore, it is essential that the 
taxpayers of the state remove from 
the legislature’s control, the blank 
check which it has held for so many 
years and force the return of $tate 
budgeting, which is based on a limited 
amount of state income, as opposed to 
current practices of simply heaping on 
new taxes as new programs are 
started. 

It is not enough for the governor of 
the state to simply study current tax 
proposals while withholding comment 
on the necessity for such proposals. 

It is time for the State Legislature to 
take the lead. Few residents of 
Michigan would argue the fact that 
taxes have gone beyond the point of 
good sense or fair play. The Lansing 
lawmakers are just as aware of that 
fact as the hard pressed Michigan 
citizen who has been forced to tighten 
his belt while government spending 
continued to increase. 

We urge state lawmakers to provide 
the leadership which they were 
elected to provide. 

Now is the time to act on revamping 
the state’s tax structure... To return 
government to the role of assisting the 
citizens of the state as opposed to 
shackeling them to the yoke of ex- 
cessive taxation. 


Worst is yet to come 


“The worst is yet to come, Much 
worse’’. 

That’s the way Haynes Johnson, The 
Washington Post’s distiniguished 
Pulitzer Prize-winning essayist, 
describes what’s in store for the 
American people in the months and 
years ahead by way of taxes. 

Johnson notes, of course, that the 
present administration continues to 
promise a tax cut this year. But the 
promised $25 billion tax cut won’t even 
begin to make up for the massive 
increase in the Social Security tax - 
which Johnson correctly calls “the 
biggest tax bill in history,” at least 
since Ceasar Augustus decreed “that 
all the world should be taxed...” 

And, says Johnson of the Social 
Security tax bite,” . we haven’t even 
begun to feel its impact yet.” 

So. on the one hand taxpayers are 
being offered a carrot, in the form of a 
possible $25 billion tax cut. But with 
the other hand they’re being hit over 
the head with a stick, to the tune of an 
additional $227 billion wich is going to 
be taken out of their paychecks over 
the next 10 years to boost the faltering 
Social Security system. Ouch! 

Ouch! 

Of course, the new taxes don’t end 
there. 

For example, a careful look at the 
administration’s controversial energy 


program shows tht it is really a tax 
plan. 

Not a little one. But a great big one. 

In fact, according to a recent 
Heritage Foundation research study, 
if the program emerges from 
Congress as it was proposed which, 
admittedly, is highly unlikely - the 
various energy-related taxes will add 
an estimated $377 billion to the 
nation’s energy bill by 1985. 

As Congressman Jim Collins, a 
member of the House-Senate con- 
ference committee which is trying to 
work out a compromise energy 
program, put it: “Much of the 
measure consists of tax programs 
intended to either encourage or 
discourage some sort of activity in the 
energy area. While the administration 
has repeatedly emphasized that the 
taxes will be rebated, the fact is that in 
many instances they will not...” 

Ouch again! 

A final note on taxes. In case you’re 
wondering, here’s what the Tax 
Foundation of New York says the 
average middle income American 
(making $16,500 per year) will pay in 
taxes in 1978: $1,688 in income taxes, 
$998 in Social Scecurity taxes, and 
$1,849 in other federal taxes. The total 
he or she will pay is $4,536. And to 
repeat, “the worst is yet to come.” 


Editor's Log 


Nader provides 

the answer?

I have often been urged to write about 
things which I knew something about, but 
rather than limiting my possible subject 
list to such a narrow field, I will use this 
week’s space to discuss newspapers, and 
the readers’ perspective of them. 

One of the managing editor’s respon- 
sibilities is to continually review the latest 
trends in the newspaper business and to 
attempt to second-guess the reading 
public’s ever-changing concept of what is 
good and what isn’t. 

To help in that near impossible task, I 
often rely of newspaper polls which 
several organizations provide for that 
purpose. But in that relying, I have 
become more than just a little skeptical. 

For example: 

It is common knowledge among 
members of the newspaper media, that the 
sports section is often the main attraction 
for many readers. To satisfy the com- 
munity’s desire for comprehensive sports 
coverage, Associated Newspapers spared 
no expense in finding and keeping the very 
best sports editor available in this entire 
area. 

But what did the latest poll indicate? 
Only 25 percent of those interviewed felt 
that the sports section was important, and 
even fewer people faithfully read the 
sports results on a regular basis. 

Another poll indicated that people 
preferred a heavy emphasis on local news 
coverage within their paper, but few rated 
local news as the primary reason for 
buying a local newspaper. 


About the only thing that the polls seem 
to agree on is that everyone loves to read 
about local society happenings, but the 
many calls we receive seems to indicate 
that a large number of readers could do 
very well without the society section as 
well. 

Well, maybe at last the answer is at • 
hand. 

The latest issue of the Consumers Union 
News Digest, contains an article about the 
impending entry of Ralph Nader on the 
scene. 

Nader, the self-styled consumer ad- 
vocate and conscience of America, has 
started promotion of a do-it-yourself 
manual called “How to Appraise and 
Improve Your Daily Newspaper: A 
Manual for Readers.’’ 

Within the manual are instructions for 
readers to make local newspapers more 
responsive to the community, and it calls 
for the newspapers to help citizens become 
involved through in-house procedures. 

Among some of the manual’s recom- 
mendations are newspaper ombudsmen, 
media critics, local news councils, more 
space allocated for letters to the editor, 
columns for community opinions, and 
feedback forms printed in the paper. 

It is interesting to note that Nader has so 
quickly grasped the situation which has 
created the gulf between newspapers and 
their readers. For only $5, he will send you 
a copy of the manual, so you too may learn 
to identify and correct the problem. 


But, in the real world, things appear a 
little different. 

We certainly would not argue with 
anyone’s attempts to encourage com- 
munity involvement. It is an overgrown 
simplification of the problem, however, to 
imply that simply providing readers with a 
manual on rating their newspaper will 
break any new ground in the struggle to 
involve citizens in local affairs. Much less 
will it effectively and collectively in- 
fluence the format of local newspapers. 

Newspapers exist to inform the public. 
And, to exist at all, they must generate at 
least enough revenue to cover the weekly 
payroll. And the best way that any 
newspaper can ensure its continued ability 
to publish is to provide potential customers 
and readers with the type of product which 
they will be willing to buy. 

Unfortunately, there is no pat formula 
for the success of a publication. Of course, 
one method to ensure that you are 
providing customers with what they want, 
is to ask them what they want. But all too 
often, readers are reluctant to express 
themselves. 

I hope that Ralph Nader is successful in 
the promotion of his manual. Others have 
tried, and others have failed. Because no 
one had better reason to encourage reader 
feedback than the newspapers themselves, 
and they have all tried, it is not likely that 
Nader will succeed, but the prospect is 
worth the effort. 

What do you think? 


Amid the growing cries for tax relief in 
Michigan and the nation, California’s 
Proposition 13 heralded the beginning of 
the middle class tax revolt. Californians 
voted themselves a 57 percent property tax 
cut— more than $7 billion^— despite war- 
nings that their schools might not be able 
to educate, crime rates might climb, and 
libraries and parks may no longer be free. 

In Michigan, we presently have before 
the legislature a total of three con- 
stitutional amendments aimed at trim- 
ming property taxes Two petitions are 
also circulating, and with enough 
signatures, they will appear on the 
November ballot. 

And while Californians wielded a meat 
cleaver to hack away at their taxes, 
Michigan's approach offers a more 
realistic method to control taxes 

Most of you are probably familiar with 
the Tax Limitation proposal. Two years 
ago, it was known as Proposal C, and the 
voters of the state turned it down. This 
year, however, Tax Limitation has gained 
support from the ranks of some of its 
former opponents, and there are enough 
signatureson petitions to assure its spot on 
the November ballot. 

The Tax Limitation proposal would 
amend the Michigan Constitution to limit 
the ability of the state legislature to in- 
crease state taxes beyond a percentage of 
the total personal income of the people. As 
the economy of the state grows and the 
personal income of the people increases, 
the legislature would have more money 
with which to work. But the legislature 
couldn’t increase what proponents of tax 
limitation call its "share of the economic 
pie’’ without voter approval 

Those who favor tax limitation point out 
that the number of state government 
employees grew in the past 10 years by 50.3 
percent while the population of the state 
grew by only 6.7 percent. They want to,put 
a lid on government spending, and they 
believe the Tax Limitation Proposal is the 
proper mechanism 

It is important to remember that a final 
interpretation will have to be decided by 
the courts. However, I have briefly stated 
below what I believe it will and will not do. 

1. It limits state taxation and ex- 
penditures, excluding federal aid, to a 
certain portion (somewhere between 9 1 
percent and 9.5 percent) of Michigan 
personal income; unless the voters ap- 
prove higher taxes, or an emergency is 
declared by the Governor and supported 
by a two-thirds majority in each House. 

2 It does not freeze state taxes, but 
allows taxes to increase as personal in- 
come goes up 

3. It does not prevent the shifting of taxes 
from one person to another, or from one 
gfffup to another Thus, taxes on any in- 
dividual may increase or decrease - it is 
the total tax levv that is limited 

4. It limits the growth in the property tax 
assessment within the taxing unit (county, 
city, village, township, etc), to the rate of 
growth in the consumer price index, unless 
the people choose to exceed this Again, it 
is important to note that the assessment on 
any particular piece of property may 


taxing unit that is limited. 

5. It does not prevent the shifting of taxes 
and programs from the state to the local, 
or from the local to the state, provided the 
shift is constitutionally approved by the 
voters and the total amount of taxes does 
not exceed the amount of taxes that would 
have been authorized without the change. 

6. It prohibits the state from reducing 
the state financed proportion of the cost of 
any program required of the local units by 
state law. 

7. It requires the state to pay the cost of 
any new programs that the state requires 
of the local unit. 

8. It requires the state to maintain the 
proportion of total state spending paid to

all local units Any one unit may receive 
more or less but the total cannot be 
reduced. 

9. It does not limit taxes for the payment 
of bond obligations presently promised ; or 
to bond obligations approved by the voters. 

10. It does not limit taxes for the 
payment of bond obligations used for state 
loans to schools districts. 

11. It does not reduce taxes and does not 
threaten present state and local 
programs; unless personal income 
decreases or the growth in the costs of the 
programs exceeds the growth in personal 
income. 

12 The proposal, if passed, will limit 
stale taxation and expenditure for fiscal 
year 1979-80 and each fiscal year 
thereafter 

NOTE: In point number 4, the limitation 
in the growth of property taxes does not 
include new construction or im- 
provements. 

A second petition in circulation is the 
Tish Proposal, similar to the 
California proposal, which would amend 
the Constitution and would cut property 
taxes 25 percent. This proposal has not 
gained a great deal of momentum up to 
this point 

On Friday, the legislature began debate 
on House Joint Resolution “C’\ a property 
tax measure that must be approved by the 
legislature and the voters in order to 
amend the Constitution. The proposed 


amendment would transfer the burden of 
financing public education from the 
property tax to the personal income tax. It 
would reduce the maximum to be applied 
against the state equalized valuation from 
50 mills to 24 mills. It would retain millage 
for counties, townships, and cities, com- 
munity colleges, intermediate school 
district operations, special and vocational 
education against the property tax. 

The proposal would allow a maximum 
levy of eight mills for counties, two mills 
for non-chartered townships and one mill 
each for community colleges, special 
education, vocational education, a com- 
munity school program and education 
building and site. Local districts could, by 
a vote of the people, levy a local enrich- 
ment millage of four mills. 

Revenue lost from deleting school 
operating millage from the property tax 
would be supplied by an increase in the 
state personal income tax of ap- 
proximately two percent 

A special ad hoc committee of the House 
voted to support the Smith proposal. 

A second Constitutional amendment in 
the House, HJjR “11", would reduce the 
property tax burden by 60 percent for 
residential, farm and timber cut-over 
property. It would also limit the growth of 
taxation to a maximum of seven percent a 
year, as well as guaranteeing local control 
and state funds for districts which lose 
revenues through property tax reduction. 

The third amendmert , recommended by 
the Governor, would permit school district 
residents by their vote to replace 22 mills 
of local property tax with a two percent 
local personal income tax. Commercial 
and industrial taxes would not be affected 
under the plan. 

According to this proposal, if a majority 
of voters in a school district approved the 
property tax reduction option, the state 
would collect the additional two percent 
income tax and guarantee the school 
district the money normally raised by the 
22 mills. If, on the other hand, the cincome 
tax produced less than the amount that 
would be raised by 22 mills, the state would 
make up the difference. 

This means that the state guarantees 
that no district will sustain a loss by 
choosing the new option, and district 
voters could return to the present system 
any time they choose in the future. 

I have also been interested in the impact 
of our expanding bureaucracy. Earlier 
this year I introduced a package of bills to 
deal with problem. 

The bills would seta limit on increases in 
the number of state employeees to the 
same percentage as the increase in 
population in the state. Also, the package 
would open up to public scrutiny all 
salaries and fringe benefits of government 
employees and give the auditor general 
greatly expanded powers to investigate 
fraud and government management. 

I hope this will give you an un- 
derstanding of the proposals that are 
either circulating or under consideration 
in the legislature You may have to choose 
among them, and I urge you to familiarize 
yourself with these proposals and make a 
well educated choice.

Beyer's boss 


in charge

moved through the ranks to supervision 
where she directed patient care in one of 
the most prestigious hospitals in the land. 


A powerful expression of that philosphy 
can be found in the administrators’s office 
at PCHA’s Beyer Memorial Hospital in 
Ypsilati. 


"Still, something was missing. I enjoyed 
the nursing service, but I felt there was 
more I could accomplish in the health care 
delivery industry." 


As you enter the outer office, you will be 
greeted by a female secretary — an event 
which is not especially surprising to most 
people. 


Hence, she applied to the graduate 
school in 1971 as a candidate for the two- 
year Master’s degree in Hospital Ad- 
ministration. She graduated with an MHA 
in 1973, and again distinguished herself 
with academic excellence. 


However, as you walk by the secretary 
and move into the large inner office, you 
might be somewhat taken aback to see 
another young lady (age32) sitting behind 
what is obviously the administrator’s 
desk. 


Her next stop was at the Central Office 
of the PCHA where she served for one year 
as the Assistant to the Executive Director. 
She was able to consume her assignments 
with an amazing rapidity. It thus became 
evident that she was capable of doing 
much more than was being asked of her. 


Her name is Laura L. Weng, and she is 
indeed the ‘boss’ at Beyer Memorial 
Hospital; it must be understood in this 
piece, that the term boss is used in only its 
positive connotations 


Ms. Weng is one of only a handful of 
women in the Country who holds such a 
responsible position in a major hospital. 
(Catholic nuns have been running 
hospitals for centuries, are they are not 
included in that statement). 


In June of 1974, she was assigned tem- 
porarily as the interium administrator at 
PCHA’s Seaway Hospital in Trenton. Six 
months later, she began an assignment as 
Assistant Administrator at PCHA’s 
Outer Drive Hospital in Lincoln Park. 


In the fall of 1976, she was appointed to 
the Administrator’s position at Beyer 
Memorial — becoming thus the first 
woman in the history of PCHA to assume a 
top executive position. 


"I’ve never really been too concerned 
with my gender as it related to my ability 
to do a job,” she said. "I’m convinced that 
if a person is prepared to obtain the 
necessary training for a particular job, 
and then is able and willing to do the job, 
things will work out as they should." 


Ms. Weng is from the small town of 
Stephenson in Michigan’s Upper Penin- 
sula.” It’s a wonderful place in which to 
grow up. We have dean lakes, beautiful 
woodlands, and the most serious crime is 
littering!" 


"Because I did spent some years as a 
nurse, I feel that perhaps I have a slight 
advantage over some hospital ad- 
ministrators. I’m able to look at this 
business of health care delivery with more 
than just dollar signs in my eyes. I know 
how people can hurt, and I think that I 
have the ability to perceive a total un- 
derstanding of patient needs’." 


There have been those times, albeit 
rarely, when she has had to reprimand or 
argue with a physician. 


She left Stephenson to enroll at The 
University of Michigm in September of 
1963. In 1967 she had earned a Bachelor of 
Science degree in Nursing. As an un- 
dergraduate, her scholastic ability was

Michigan should continue this 
year’s record tourism pace during 
the big Fourth of July holiday as 
motorists are expected to drive 770 
million miles over the five-day 
period, according to Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

“Major tourism barometers such 
as vacation spending, advance 
lodging reservations, travel 
inquiries and vehicle miles driven 
have increased significantly over 
last year and those factors indicate a 
banner July 4th holiday,” said Auto 
Club Touring Manager Joseph 
Ratke. “Travelers already have 
spent nearly $1.8 billion in Michigan 
for the first five months of 1978-10 
percent more than last year-and 
many tourism operators feel this 
record spending will carry through 
the upcoming holiday.” 

If good weather holds, Auto Club 
predicts holiday motorists will drive 
69 million miles more than in 1974, 
the last time Michigan had a 102- 
hour July 4th weekend. The record 
for a summer holiday is the 870 
million miles projected for the 1972 
July 4th weekend by the Michigan 
Department of State Highways and 
Transportation. 


“Michiganians planning to 
vacationat popular holiday retreats, 
especially those along Lakes 
Michigan and Huron, should make 
reservations now because many 
lodges, motels and hotels expect to 
fill for the July 4th weekend,” Ratke 
said. “While advance reservations 
already are being made at a record 
rate along Lake Michigan from 
Muskegon to Petoskey and also 
farther inland around Cadillac and 
East Jordan, space still is available. 

“Such Upper Peninsula com- 
munities as St. Ignace, Ironwood 
andEscanaba also are experiencing 
heavy demand for ac- 
commodations.” 

All Lower Peninsula and 13 of 19 
U.P. state park campgrounds 
checked by Auto Club expect 
capacity crowds this holiday, with 
many of the facilities filling by June 
28 and remaining that way through 
July 4. 

“Those optimistic July 4th 
predictions are part of this year’s 
trend towards increased tourism 
activity across the state,” Ratke 
pointed out. 

During the first five months of this 
year, the Michigan Travel Bureau 


The Garden Doctor says . 


This week the Garden Doctor talks 
about: 

Q: The leaves on our roses have 
patches where the green tissue has 
been eaten away so there is only 
thin parchment — like tissue left. 
What insect does this? 

A: This is the characteristic 
damage of rose slug. The rose slug 
actually is not a slug at all, but the 
larvae of a sowfly. Insecticides such 
as Malathion and Sevin, both of 
which usually are found in rose 
sprays, give good control. 

Q: Leaves are starting to curl on 
our tomatoes. What causes this? 

A: First, check for aphids and 
whiteflies on the undersides of the 
leaves. These insects sucking the 
juice from the leaf can cause severe 
curl. A second possible cause is 
adverse growing conditions such as 
soil too dry or too wet, or tem- 


peratures that are too high or too 
low. A third possibility is drift from 
herbicides used in the lawn. 
Tomatoes are unusually sensitive to 
2, 4-D. 

Q: Our pine trees have branch tips 
where no growth is coming. There is 
only a swelling on the tip and there’s 
gum and resin in some of the nearby 
forks. Growth that is forming fur- 
ther back on the branch looks weak 
and deformed. 

A: The dead tips, stubby growth 
and damaged shoots are the symp- 
toms of the European pine shoot 
moth Further damage can be 
controlled by spraying around July 4 
with Sevin (carbaryl) or Cygon 
(dimethoate). 

Q: What trees would be relatively 
tolerant to clay soils? 

A: Some trees are more likely to 


tolerate clay soil than others. From 
the shade trees you could choose 
Norway maple and its many 
cultivars, pin oak, bur oak and little- 
leaf linden. Ornamental trees you 
might choose are Amelanchier, 
Cornelian cherry and glossy 
buckthorn. Evergreens that are 
relatively clay tolerant include 
white spruce and Arborvitae. 


received 6.3 percent more inquiries 
about Michigan vacations than in

This year’s July 4th holiday of- 
ficially begins at 6 p.m. Friday and 
runs through midnight Tuesday, and 
for the third straight summer 
holiday State Police will have 
“Operation CARE” (Combined 
Accident Reduction Effort) in full 
force to help reduce highway 
fatalities. 

Beefed-up patrols and strict speed 
limit enforcement on major tourist 
ateries each day last Memorial Day 
holiday helped account for a 23 
percent drop in traffic deaths from 
the preceding year. A 42 percent 
decrease in highway fatals was 
recorded when “CARE” was 
initiated last Labor Day weekend. 

State Police will have an ad- 
ditional 200 troopers on roads each 
day of this holiday and will con- 
centrate on motorcyclists or their 
passengers. Troopers will stress the 
55 miles-per-hour speed limit and 
proper turn signaling and 
movements by cyclists. 

To help travelers, Auto Club’s 
“Bring ‘Em Back Alive!” Holiday 
News Service will report develop- 
ments on traffic and tourism from 3 
to 11 p.m. Friday and from 8 a m. to 
11 p.m. Friday through Tuesday.

What if it like to be handicapped? 
Most of us probably don't want to 
know We prefer to avoid han- 
dicap as if they had some type of 
con f *tftrus disease, when in fact 
th «7 aie just like anybody else. 

According to Dennis McDougal, a 
Belleville residents and Eastern 
Michigan University student who is 
handicapped, physical disability 
causes many aches and frustrations, 
but like everyone else, he has 
learned to live with it. 

“At ti mes it is very scary and very 
alone/* he said. "But I also have a 
life to live.” 


McDougal was one of several 
speakers at a “Psychological 
Reactions to Disability” seminar 
sponsored by the Michigan Health 
Council, Washtenaw Community 
College and Eastern Michigan 
University’s Division of Continuing 
Education. The seminar was held 
June 7-9 at EMU's McKenny Union. 

McDougal, who suffers from 
cerebral palsy and quadriplegia, 
said he was not aware that he was 
different from others until he had 
reached the age of three or four He

children did and had to rely on hid 
parents for the physical assistance 
he needed to survive. 

"Parents become the central hub 
of such a child's life and existence,” 
he said "Being disabled means 
living a hard life — to say the least.” 

McDougal said one of his first 
discoveries was the telephone, an 
instrument which fascinated him. 

"I was 12 when I first learned to 
make use of the telephone,” he 
recalled. "I enjoyed hearing the dial 
tone, it was something new and 
different to me.” 

He said he went through the entire 
telephone book in order to learn 
more about it, and then began 
playing with it. 

•‘The first time somebody picked 
up the reciwr at the other end and 
said, 'hello,' I was thrilled and didn’t 
know what to say,” he said. 

While he was growing up, Mc- 
Dougal often wanted to make friends 
with other children his age, but was 


prevented from doing so because of 
his disability. 

"I felt strange looking at other 
people walking down the street 
holding hands. I wanted to be part of 
them," he said. "Here I am. I can 
think. Sure I look different, but I am 
as good as anyone walking down the 
street.” 

McDougal said his disability 
caused him a lot of loneliness and 
frustration. 

"Because of my limited mobility, I 
had very few close friends. I com- 
pensated for my lack of friends by 
reading anything I could lay my 
hands on, thereby creating my own 
experiences, and by watching a lot 
of TV,” he added. 

He said it took a while to get used 
to the reactions of others. 

"I have had people stare at me 
and I used to stare back at them so 
they would get the idea of what it 
feels like to be stared at. And then 
there are those who jeer at my

handicap whom I simply ignore.” 

The psychology major often feels 
the strain his lack of mobility 
brings. He is unable to do many 
things for himself and often is afraid 
of injuries that might result from 
this. 

"There are so many things that I 
have gone through. I am lying down 
on my bed in my room, and it starts 
raining. Since I cannot move by 
myself, how do I shut the window?” 

Lack of understanding by others is 
the biggest hurt, according to Mc- 
Dougal. He said people often don’t 
find the timeto talk to him and listen 
to some of his problems. 

"No person wants to be rejected,” 
he said. "I wanted to have very close 
and intimate communication with 
people about problems associated 
with my total being. I have not 


found too many of them and it hurt*. 
It is very difficult to say to someone, 
‘Gee, I really feel bad today. Could 
you just hold me?’ ” 

However, McDougal said it took 
determination and initiative to 
reach his goals. Before coming to 
EMU, he attended Washtenaw 
Community College where he faced 
the difficulties of arranging tran- 
sportation and schedules and 
making sure that a wheelchair and 
attendant were always there. 

"You learn to handle these 
situations in a very businesslike 
fashion. I make schedules for myself 
and for the other people who help 
me so that I can get my things done, 
and they have their freedom too,” he 
explained. "An individual is the 
creator of the world he lives in and it 
is totally up to the individual what he 
wishes to gain from his life.”

fold down in a series of locked folds, allowing for heat circulation and ex- 
pansion. Fold short ends up and over again, crimp to seal. Cook over ash- 
covered coals turning once, 15 minutes or until butter has melted and biscuits 
are hot. Yield: 10 to 12 biscuits.

Fortunately, we are not a country of do-it-yourself surgeons the way we are 
do-it-yourself dieters. Equally fortunately the doctors who do the surgery are 
very selective about the patients. 

To be a candidate for by-pass surgery, you must be a failure. No surgeon 
will lift a scalpel unless the patient has failed manv times at dieting while 
under a physician’s care. In other words, it must be a hopeless case. By-pass 
surgery is major surgery, with all of the trauma that any major surgery in- 
flicts upon the human body. It is not a cosmetic operation to improve one’s 
appearance. It is a last dTch effort to rescue a body from innundation by fat. 

The operation itself shortens the intestinal tract so that less food is absorbed 
by the body Doing this also robs the body of the essential nutrients that the 
food would otherwise provide. By-pass patients receive vitamin and mineral 
supplements generously for this reason. And the weight does not disappear all 
in one large lump sum. It dissipates gradually over a long period of time. 

My questions is— why not do the same thing with diet? A good diet brings 
about weight loss gradually over a period of time. The nutrition is supplied by 
the food, not the supplement. There is no surgeon’s bill. There is no 
anesthesiologist to pay. No days are wasted in the hospital. 

aji weignt loss should be supervised by your physician, I always check 
regularly with my doctor about my maintenance. But the very best weight 
loss in the world is still the program of three meals a day, completely 
balanced nutritionally. January is my month to celebrate it because it is the 
month of my rebirth. 

Easy? Nothing worth doing is truly easy. Worth doing? You bet! On the 
other hand, it is not so difficult as it once was in the days before the nation’s 
grocers stocked their shelves with ingredients that made diet cooking easy. 
For a smoothly simple dessert without danger of deserting your diet, here’s a 
suggestion:

cancer. What should I do?” 

ANSWERLINE: -Although cancer risk does increase with age, this is not a 
signal for you to wonrv. but a signal to have more regular, thorough physical 
checkups. Your doctor or clinic can advise you on what tests to have and how 
often. Please remember that early detection can help save your life should 
cancer develop. 

A florist asks : “What are the warning signals of lung cancer?’^ 

ANSWERLINE : Lung cancer develops over a long period of time and causes 
signs-a cough, a wheeze or a chest ache-which may be ignored as com- 
monplace complaints. It is especially easy for a heavy smoker to ignore these 
signs and symptoms because he or she may be so used to living with a smoker’s 
cough or shortness of breath. 

The most common symptom-a cough~is likely to ocur when a growing 
cancer blocks an airway. The smoker coughs as if trying to get rid of a foreign 
object in the lung ; sometimes, the sputum contains streaks of blood The second 
most common symptom is a persistent chest ache that may or may not be 
related to coughing. 

Recurring attacks of pneumonia or bronchitis may also signal the presence of 
lung cancer. Since the signs of lung cancer are so common and so easily 
mistaken, it is important to have regular physical check-ups. If you are a 
cigarette smoker, you must consider yourself at risk of developing lung cancer 
and must be doubly vigilant by having regular checkups which may include 
chest x-rays and certain special tests. 

If you are a cigarette smoker, it may help save your life to be under regular 
medical surveillance-and, of course, the best thing you can do to help yourself 
r t o quit because lung cancer is almost always fatal. Both your physician and 
>.or local American Cancer Society Unit can help you in giving up cigarettes.

Well, I just wasn't able to wait for those suggestions on 
edible peapods.

I washed them thoroughly, then plunged a few handfuls 
at a time into boiling water, leaving them in for a mere 20 
seconds or so. On removal, they were put in ice water to 
cool immediately, then drained in a collander and again 
on paper toweling before putting in the deep freeze. 

I’ve learned NOT to freeze tnem in plastic bags (or 
containers) at once since they tend to form little icy 
blocks. So — I lay them in rectangular cake pans (in a 
couple shallow layers) for freezing and the next day place 
them in bags. That way they are separate little pods and 
can be used a few at a time or which ever way you please. 

Having experimented during the week, we had them 
steamed with a bit of imitation butter salt atop and, again, 
steamed atop a pot roast. They picked up the flavor and 
were really delicious! 

And they’re still coming in....!

—1 cup milk equals Vi cup evaported milk plus ^ cup 
water, or 1 cup reconstituted nonfat dry milk plus 2 
tablespoons butter or margarine, or 1 cup sour milk or 
buttermilk plus teaspoon baking soda.

The Detroit-Windsor area, site of colonial struggles 
between Britain and France three centuries ago, now is 
the setting for scores of athletic events, parades, exhibits, 
demonstrations, shows, regattas, tournaments, races, 
picnics, concerts, ceremonies and religious services. 

Among the festival’s more than 75 colorful events are a 
spectacular fireworks display Friday which draws a half- 
million viewers to both sides of the river and an in- 
ternational tugboat race July 1 pitting the fastest of the 
Canadian and American workhorses against the choppy 
river and each other. 


An international ethnic festival will be held during 
festival week at Detroit’s new Philip iV Hart Plaza, a $30- 
million riverfront plaza with a futuristic, computerized 
fountain capable of creating thousands of different 
“water sculptures,” from mist to fog to dramatic 
swooshes. The plaza has been two years in the making and 
is expected to be one of the most exciting downtown 
spaces in America. 

American Independence Day Celebrations include an 
Independence Torchlight concert at Historic Fort Wayne 
the evening of July 3 and the Southwest Detroit Parade 
July 4. 

Besides the tugboat race, the river will be the site of 


Downtown Windsor, which is a two-minute car or bus 
ride from Detroit by tunnel or bridge, will be the scene of 
an arts and crafts festival, band and drum corps com- 
petition, French Canadian outdoor folk concerts, street 
dancing, a “Great Bed Race” and pancake breakfast, 
pipe and tattoo performance, and free rides on a wagon 
drawn by a team of Belgian draft horses. 

In Detroit, athletic events abound. Baseball’s Toronto 
Blue Jays will play the Detroit Tigers at Tiger Stadium. 
Other events include a day-long athletic competition at 
Tiger Stadium. Other events include a day-long athletic 
competition at Detroit’s Belle Isle, a 1,000-acre park in the 
Detroit River, a Pepsi-Cola Skateboard Safety exhibition 
and a 10-mile foot race from Belle Isle to downtown 
Detroit. 

Also running during the International Freedom 
Festival is Detroit’s oldest ethnic festival, the Greek 
Festival, which annually draws thousands to the quaint 
greektown district a few blocks north of the river. 

A key element of the celebration is the presentation of 
the Freedom Award, which is given to a person or 
organization making “a distinguished contribution to the 
cause of world peace and freedom.” Past recipients of the 
award include former Canadian Prime Minister Lester 
Pearson, the late U. S. President John F. Kennedy, radio 
commentator Lowell Thomas and CARE of Canada.

Give housepian ts a summer vacation 


Lawn & Garden 


Houseplants suffering from the 
low-light blahs may benefit greatly 
from a summer outdoors. But, for 
plants doing just fine inside, a 
summer vacation may carry more 
risks than benefits* 

Michigan State University Ex- 
tension horticulturists agree that 
most houseplants-except African 
violets and their close relatives-can 
be set outdoors after the danger of 


Michigan State University Ex- 
tension specialists answer timely 
questions on vegetable gardening, 
houseplants, insect pests and related 
topics. 

Q: I planted quite a bit of sweet 
com this year. Just as it started to 
come up, most of it was chewed off 
at ground level. I want to replant, 
but not until I know r what it was that 
ate my corn and what to do about it. 

A: It sounds like a classic case of 
cutworm damage. These hairless 
caterpillars live in the soil, coming 
out at night to nip off tender tran- 
splants and seedlings. Homemade 
cardboard cutworm collars often 
are recommended for control of 
these pests. Cut a four-inch wide 
strip of cardboard, make it into a 
ring and set down around a plant, 
pushing about one inch of the ring 
into the soil. Cutworms emerging 
from the soil and looking for a late 
night snack will be foiled by the 
barrier. 

Q: I want to avoid using chemical 
pesticides in my garden whenever 
possible. Are there any biological 
controls for slugs? 

A: Some snakes commonly feed on. 
slugs. If you prefer snakes to slugs, 
try importing garter snakes. If the 
cure seems worse than the problem, 
try making slug traps instead. 
Water the garden, then throw some 
boards down on the ground between 
♦he rows. The slugs will crawl under 


late spring frost is past They point 
out, however, that the dangers of 
plants' being stolen, damaged by 
animals or weather, infested by 
insects or infected by diseases may 
not be worth the flush of new growth. 

In fact, the new growth itself may 
not be so desirable. Houseplants 
placed outdoors for the summer 
may doublein size. This may mean a 
lot of repotting, with the attendant 


them to shelter from the sun. All you 
have to do is pick up the boards and 
let the sun kill the pests. Slug traps 
work better if the slugs can’t find an 
alternative hiding place, so be sure 
to remove garden mulches before 
you set out your traps 

Q: What’s tbe difference between 
a pesticide and a herbicide? 

A: Pesticide is a general term that 
refers to all chemicals used to 
control pests, whether they be weeds 
(herbicide), insects (insecticide), 
rodents (rodenticide), etc. 

Q: I still have some of the potatoes 
I grew in my garden last year. 
They're sprouting all over the place. 
Could I use them for seed for this 
year’s garden? . 

A: You can - but you might be 
better off not to. Many plant 
diseases can be carried over from 
year to year on seed. You might find 
that last year’s minor problems 
readily become this year’s major 
ones. You’re better off to use cer- 
tified seed potatoes to minimize your 
chances of disease problems. 

Q: I recently bought a farm home. 
The spot I plowed up for my 
vegetable garden was a corn field 
last year. Now I’m wondering if 
planting vegetables after corn is 
going to pose any problems. 

A: The most likely problem is 
carryover of herbicides. The her- 
bicides usually used in field corn will 
not affect sweet corn, but will cause 


mess and expense, and result in a 
flock of plants that have outgrown 
their indoor spaces. 

On the other hand, if a plant is 
doing poorly indoors, placing it 
outdoors may just bring it back to 
good health. 

Check for cramped roots with 
plants to be set outdoors. Repotting 
gives plants room to grow. And it 
may do a lot to improve general 


dwarfing and stunting of 
broadleaved crops, which include 
vegetables. The vegetables would be 
safe to eat, but the plants would be 
misshapen and stunted and yields 
would most likely be low. Unless you 
know that no herbicide was used, or 
that one was used which does not 
carry over, it probably would be a 
good idea to hold off a year on your 
garden. 

Q: Can I use lawn clippings as 
mulch in my vegetable garden? 

A: Yes - provided you don’t use 
them within two weeks of applying a 
lawn herbicide. The weed killer on 
the clippings can harm tomatoes 
and other sensitive garden crops. If- 
you do mulch with grass clippings, 
use them in thin layers - 1-2 inches. 
Deep mats of clippings tend to get 
rather smelly. 

Q: What can I do with the 
sprouting onions in my basement? 

A: You could plant a few of them, 
just for fun. You won’t get onion 
bulbs this year - they’ll produce a 
flower and a globular seed head 
instead. You could even save the 
seeds and carry your experiment 
into next year by planting the seeds 
and harvesting a crop from them. 

Q: What does it mean to pinch a 
plant? 

A: Pinching means to break or cut 
off a portion of a growing tip or 
shoot. It usually is done to encourage 
the plant to branch. 


plant growth. 

Set pots outdoors in a shady, 
protected spot. Even in the shade, 
plants will get more light outdoors 
than they receive indoors in a sunny 
window. Another reason to avoid 
direct sun, especially late afternoon 
rays, is that most houseplants get 
sunburned very easily. 

For the first few days, leave the 
plants outside only for a couple of 
hours. Gradually increase the time 
as they become actjusted to the 
outdoor climate. 

To keep pots from drying out 
rapidly and blowing over on windy 
days, bury them up to the rims in a 
shady garden spot. They should still 
be checked every day and watered 
as necessary. When severe weather 
threatens, it’s a good idea to take the 
plants indoors. 

Insects are an inescapahle reality 
of plant life outdoors. You can limit 
the potential for insect problems by 
settii^ plants some distance from 
flower beds, shrubs and vegetables 
and their insect populations. 

As a preventive measure, spray 
houseplants every 10-14 days with a 
general purpose household in- 
secticide. Be sure to read the label 
before you spray, the horticulturists 
warn. Some houseplants are ex- 
tremely susceptible to chemical 
bum from certain insecticide 
ingredients, and exposure to bright 
light may worsen the damage. 

If you prefer not to spray with 
chemicals, try washing the leaves 
frequently with warm water. This 
may discourage insects so that 
spraying is not needed. 

Because plants will grow rapidly 
while they’re outdoors, they’ll need 
more fertilizer than they’d need 
indoors. Follow the manufacturer’s 
directions to avoid overf ertilizing. 
This, too, can damage plants. 

At the end of the summer, check 
plants carefully for insects and signs 
of disease. Treat plants with 
problems at once, and keep them 
isolated from insect- and disease- 
free plants until you're sure they’re 
problem-free, too. In the home, 


without their natural enemies to 
keep numbers down, a few pesky 
insects can quickly multiply into a 
full-scale invasion that may be very 
difficult to put down. 

The move from the bright light 
outdoors to the low light levels of the 


average home may come as quite a 
shock to your vigorously growing 
houseplants, the MSU experts 
pointed out. Leaf drop may occur as 
plants try to adjust Giving them 
artificial ligit may reduce the shock 
of transition and keep them growing 
well into winter. 


Fall harvest crops 
need June planting 


Late June still is 
vegetable planting time. 
In fact, many 
vegetables can be 
planted in July and even 
August for a fall har- 
vest. 

“We usually think of 
spring as the time to 
plant a garden," said 
Jesse Saylor, Michigan 
State University home 
horticulture specialist. 
"But peas, cabbage, 
lettuce and other crtps 
that do best in cool 
temperatures can bed 
planted in midsummer. 
The gardener who just 
didn’t get the spring 
garden planted and the 
gardener who wants to 
make maximum use of 
garden space by suc- 
cessive planting after 
early crops can both 
benefit from this second 
chance to plant.-” 

Vegetables to be 
grown for fall harvest 
generally are planted as 
seed directly in the 
garden. Gardeners 


should select vegetable 
varieties carefully, 
Saylor advised Choose 
only varieties recom- 
mended for Michigan 
and be sure they will 
have time to mature 
before severe cold 
weather sets in. 

“Many crops are 
fairly frost tolerant. 
Some actually improve 
in flavor with a light 
frost,” Saylor pointed 
out. “They won’t take 
really cold weather, 
however.” 

Follow the directions 
on seed packets for 
proper planting depth 
and spacing between 
plants and rows. Water 
the seed in to speed 
germination, and water 
as needed during dry 
periods to prevent 
wilting and keep plants 
growing vigorously. 

Fertilizer probably 
won’t be necessary, if 
you’re planting the fall 
garden as a followup to 
a spring harvest and 


you fertilized well in the 
spring. If the natural 
soil fertility is low, or if 
you’re starting a new 
garden from scratch, a 
complete fertilizer may 
be applied after 
seedlings are growing 
rapidly. Use one cup of 
fertilizer for every 25 
feet of row. 

In mid-Michigan, you 
can plant broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts, 
cabbage, cauliflower, 
kohlrabi and green 
onions between June 20 
and June 30; snap beans 
and beets the first two 
weeks of July; head 
lettuce, peas and long 
white radishes the last 
two weeks of July; 
Chinese cabbage and 
kale from June 20 
through July 30; leaf 
lettuce from July 1 
through Aug. 15; 
spinach July 20-30; 
turnips anytime during 
July; and red radishes 
anytime during August. 


The Garden Corner 


Sod webworm is 
lawn 's biggest woe 


By the end of last summer, a lot of 
Michigan lawns looked dry and 
brown. Part of this problem was 
heat and drouth. Another big factor 
was the sod webworm. 

According to Keith Kennedy, 
entomologist at Michigan State 
University, the sod webworm was 
Michigan’s biggest lawn insect 
problem last year. Although lawns 
now look lush, green and healthy, 
sod webwormsthat spent the winter 
in the soil already are feeding there. 

These pests, now in the caterpillar 
or larval stage, will pupate and 
emerge as adults probably in early 
to mid-Junethis year, Kennedy said. 
(This is a little later than usual 
because of the cool weather so far 
this spring.) These adults then will 
mate and lay eggs, which will hatch 
within a week or so and then start 
the cycle all over again. Several 
generations may be completed in 
one summer. 

Sod webworms do their damage to 
lawns while they’re in the larval 
stage. Larvae-cream-colored or 
light grayish brown caterpillars 
with dark spots on their bodies and 
dark headcapsules-feed at night on 
grass blades at or just above the soil 
level. They may ‘spin silken webs 
and, as they grow , they form silken 
tunnels close to the soil surface. 

The first signs of feeding damage 


are irregular brown spots. If larvae 
are present in large numbers, turf 
may become completely brown and 
even die, especially if it’s under 
stress from hot, dry weather. 

Kennedy pointed out that white 
grubs also may kill grass by feeding 
on the roots. Some turfgrass 
diseases cause brown spots, too, and 
drouth injury may be mistaken for 
sod webworm feeding. 

Before spraying for sod web- 
worms, make sure that’s the 
Droblem. Check the grass near the 
soil surface, as well as the thatch 
the soil for an inch or so below the 
surface. 

Fresh green clippings, 

green fecal pellets and silken tubes 
or webbing indicate the sod web- 
worm is the problem. If no evidence 
of feeding or larvae is found, the 
damage you see is due to some other 
cause. 

The presence of sod webworm 
adults may also be a clue, he noted. 
These are the grayish-tan “millers” 
often seen fluttering around porch 
lights or flitting erratically across 
the lawn around sundown. They are 
about one-half to three-fourths inch 
long. At rest, they fold their wings 
around the body. 

To minimize the potential for 
damage by sod webworms. keep the 
lawn healthy.

College, pro baseball scouts want these players

It isn’t often that a high school 
baseball team can attract the at- 
tention of both the college and pro 
scouts, but the 1978 Associated 


Newspapers’ All-Area line-up has 
done just that. 

Standouts such as Plymouth 
Canton’s Scotty Collins and Wayne 


Memorial’s Jim Canfield have been 
drafted by the pros, while at least a 
dozen or more ANP players have 
received full ride scholarships to 
colleges and universities across the 
nation. 

Many of the members of this 
year’s elite club, who are juniors, 
also have drawn the attention of pro 
and college scouts and these players 
still have a year of high school 
eligibility ahead of them. 

The ANP’s pitching staff made up 
of Canfield, Scott Dawson (Plymouth 
Canton), Bruce Piper(Plymouth 
Salem), Brian James(Plymouth 
Canton), and Tony Smith( Inkster) 
has a combined record of 46-9. 

Meanwhile, every member of the 
elite team finished the 1978 cam- 
paign with a .300 or better batting 
average with the exception of one. 

To complement an explosive 
pitching staff, the ANP has drafted 
four outstanding catchers, namely, 
Jeff CampbelKPlymouth Canton), 
Jim Wilson (Livonia Franklin), John 
Mervyn(John Glenn), and Mike 
Williams( Romulus). 

The infield, anchored by Collins, is 
made up of standouts Ron 
Sosnowski( Cherry Hill), Bob 
Waite( Plymouth Salem) and Craig 
Walker(John Glenn). 

Eight players are on the ro 6 ter as 
outfielders and the line-up includes: 
Russ Mandle(Plymouth Canton), 
Jim Irwin(John Glenn), Joe 
Goodsir( Plymouth Salem), John 
Bozelak(Romulus), Ron 
Reeter( Livonia Franklin), Greg 
Stano(Wayne Memorial), Mark 
Korte( Wayne Memorial) and Dan 
Skyles( Belleville). 

To handle the managerial job, 
the ANP has enlisted the services of 
Plymouth Canton’s veteran coach 
Fred Crissey who guided his team to 
an outstanding 26-5 record losing to 
Class A state champ, Flint South- 
western in the semi-final round of 
the state playoffs by the narrow 
margin of 1 - 0 . 

Collins, who batted a hefty .482 
this season, was picked up by the 
Baltimore Orioles in the eighth 
round of the summer free-agent 
draft, but whether Scotty will sign 
with the pros or head for Missouri 
where he has a full-ride athletic 
scholarship waiting for him is pure 
speculation. 

“His attitude and coachability are 
probably his greatest assets,’* 
pointed out Collins’ coach for the 
past three years, Canton’s Fred 
Crissey. “His .482 batting average 
speaks for itself, but Scotty is also a 
tremendous defensive player and he 
definitely has a great future in 
baseball.” 

The 5-10 shortstop knocked in 24 
runs this season, (and he did this as 
the Chiefs’ leadoff man) and 
collected 44 hits this year after 
getting 46 a year ago, His career 
record is 106 hitsC a record) for three 
seasons.

“I would hope that Scott would go 
to school where he would have a 
chance to mature instead of leaping 
into the pros right now,’’ offered 
Crissey. “But, whatever he does, 
he's going to make it.” 

Canfield was unbeatable this year. 
He was 5-0 in the Great Lakes Eight 
Conference where his ERA was an 
enviable 0.97. He also notched 51 
strikeouts in 36 innings and pitched 
four complete games en route to 
receiving the league’s MVP Award. 
Jim’s season record was an un- 
tainted 10-0 and he pitched 77 in- 
nings(a school record) and collected 
a total, of 124 strikeouts which also 
stand as a Wayne record. 

Not only was Canfield unbeatable 
on the mound, he also was tough 
at the plate where he batted .338 on 
the season. 

Canfield also has the option of 
playing pro ball or going to college 
on a full-ride scholarship. He was 
drafted by the Kansas City Royals in 
the 17th round and if the Royals and 
the slick throwing pitcher can’t 
come to an agreement, Jim may 
head for the University of Michigan. 

“Over the years I have coached a 
lot of fine young men," said Wayne 
Coach Jim Chronowski, “and Jim 
Canfield ranks among the best. It 
will be interesting to following his 
career whether he decides to turn 
pro or go to college." 

Crissey has two outstanding 
pitchers coming back off of this 
year’s squad and that can only spell 
trouble for Canton baseball rivals. 
One of the hurlers, James, had a 
fantastic 0.23 ERA in winning 11 out 
of his 12 starts this season, while the 
other, Dawson, posted an ERA of 
0.43 in a 9-4 won-lost season. 

“We had an exceptional corps of 
pitchers," commented Crissey, 
“and Dawson got the nod against 
Flint Southwestern because he was 
the hottest in the stretch." (Dawson 
lost a three-hitter to Flint in the 
semi-finals). 

While not on the mound, Dawson 
was either at first base or the DH 
because Crissey needed Scott’s bat 
in the lineup. Scott, who just turned 
16 this year, batted .325 on the 
season. 

James is a 5-11, 180-pound 
righthander who had the most

velocity on the ball. Crissey con- 
siders him “college material right 
now. 

Unbeaten as a sophomore, the 17- 
year-old junior has compiled a 17-1 
won-lost record in his two year 
varsity stint and one can only ponder 
what 1979 will bring for this out- 
standing prospect. 

Piper was the key to Salem’s 
pitching rotation and the 
Suburban 8 Conference co- 
championship, (Bruce Gi lies’ Rocks 
shared the title with Livonia Ben-' 
tley). The righthanded senior pit- 
ched a total of 77 innings • among the 
most worked pitchers in the area 
and he came through for his team. 

“He’s one heck of a competitor," 
Gillies, whose team had a 17-7 
record, said. You could call on Bruce 
on two or three days rest and he’d 
give anyone a battle. Of those four 
games he lost, he dropped a couple 
of one-and-two hitters." 

Smith was the catalyst behind 
Inkster High’s drive for a con- 
secutive Suburban Athletic Con- 
ference championship. Coach 
Preston James’ Vikings posted a 9-3 
SAC record and a 11-6 over-all mark 
with Smith accounting for six of the 
wins singlehandedly. 

Tony had an ERA of 1.12 and 
whiffed 75 batters in 57 innings of 
work. He’ll be attending Washtenaw 
Community College where he has 
received an athletic scholarship. 

“Tony was given the job of pit- 
ching against our toughest op- 
ponents,’’ said Coach James. “He 
was one of the reasons why we 
retained the title." 

Smith collected three shutouts and 
also pitched two two-hitters. A 
potent hitter as well, Tony batted 
.312 on the year. 

This year’s catcher’s corps has 
three seniors and a junior who 
earned respect behind as well as at 
the plate. Campbell personifies the 
statement. He backstopped one of 
the best pitching rotations in the 
school’s history and was flawless on 
defense while batting .335 for the 
season. 

“His timely hitting was the key in 
many of our games,’’ Crissey said, 
"In fact, Jeff personally got the 
winning hit in eight of our games." 

Campbell, a 5-11, 165 senior, will

continue his athletic career and 
education this fall at Flint Com- 
munity College. 

Wilson, who will return to Coach 
Ron Hellier’s lineup next year, was 
Franklin’s Most Valuable Player. 
The 6 - 1 , 180 junior batted 72 tirties 
and collected 22 hits, scored 11 times 
and batted in nine runs. He also stole 
successfully five of his six attempts. 

“Jim has a strong arm and has a 
lot of natural ability, in fact, the 
scouts are continuing to follow his 
career for many of them have at- 
tended Connie Mack and Mickey 
Mantle games," Hellier said. 

Wilson also was named as the first 
string catcher in the Northwest 
Suburban Conference where the 
Patriots finished second to North 
Farmington with an 8-4 record. 

Williams was a standout for 
Romulus which lost its ace pitcher to 
an injury at the start of the season 
and was forced to settle for a 5-11 
season. 

The co-captain of Coach Dennis 
Stoh’s Eagles, Williams batted .400 
to cap a three-year varsity career. 

Diminutive John Mervyn - he’s 5- 
6 , 150-pounds - is compared to for- 
mer Glenn great, J.PMcBride, who 
is considered the No.l catcher in 
that school’s history. 

“I rank John as good as J.P. in a 
lot of ways," said Glenn Coach 
Norm Hoenes “Mervyn has a 
fantastic throwing arm and an 
excellent defensive player " 

John scored eight runs and 
collected 20 hits in 74 at bats which 
also included 13 RBIs, a pair of 
doubles and a roundtripper. 

Sosnowski’s bat kept Cherry Hill’s 
Spartans in the thick of the Tri-River 
Conference title race right up to the 
final weeks of the season. A lanky 
six-footer, his .466 batting average 
earned him a berth on the all- 
conference team as well. 

"Ron is very versatile and we 
could depend on him to play almost 
any position," said Cherry Hill 
Coach Ken Mientkiewicz. 

Waite batted .440 for Salem’s 
Rocks and drove in 16 runs in ear- 
ning recognition on several regional, 
league and all-state teams.

Vicchy: all 
or nothing 
at all

For better or worst, Sam Vicchy never was one to restrain 
himself or “play politics" as the cliche goes on any controversial 
issue. 

A chemistry teacher who has made Belleville a respected ad- 
versary in swimming, Vicchy isn’t appeased easily with “half 
solutions" or “cheating our kids would it comes to an all-around 
education." 

So, when the Van Buren School Board, which determines the 
destiny of the students at Belleville High, decided not to earmark 
some of the recently awarded monies from a millage election 
for the restoration of athletic programs, Vicchy and seven other 
coaches submitted resignations. 

The board subsequently 
resolved some of the dif- 
ferences between the ‘ 8 ’ and 
itself, but, according to Vic- 
chy, "it isn’t enough." 

“I have had it," announced 
Vicchy. "I have resigned and I 
don’t intend going back until 
we get an entire athletic 
program for our students." 

Vicchy pointed out that the 
board had rescinded on some 
of its previous actions and 
reinstated some of the coaches 
and rehired some of the 
assistant coaches who were on 
SAM VICCHY the cu tback block. 

“Because the board made a movement in this direction to rehire 
the assistant coaches," Vicchy said, “those who had submitted 
their resignations apparently felt that they had achieved what they 
were after and returned to the flock. 

“My assistant coach also was rehired, but I want to see a total 
athletic program and if we can’t have a total athletic program, then 
we shouldn’t have a program at all." 

Vicchy also said that he had a philosophy about athletics and 
apparently the school board doesn’t, “for I have never seen 
anything written about how they feel about athletics." 

Another board action that has caused some irritation to Vicchy is 
the new policy approved by the board to charge outside groups, 
though they reside in the school district, to reimburse the school 
district for the use of school facilities, namely, the swimming pool, 
football field and baseball diamond. 

“Eight years ago we organized an age group swim club (The 
Tiger Swim Club) made up of youngsters from our junior high and 
elementary schools and I feel these kids are as competitive as any 
in the state. 

"Now the school board, by their new policy, is pricing us right out 
of existence. Our kids and their parents have had many good and 
positive experiences thanks to the swim club and our program, the 
board will kill this." 

When Vicchy arrived in Belleville eight years ago from Kent 
State, he inherited a swim program that was equivalent to “nearly 
zero" and encouraged by parental participation and hard work by 
himself and his assistants, the Tigers have emerged as one of the 
most respected powers in the area. 

In fact, Vicchy has won more Western Wayne Swimming and 
Diving Invitationals that any other area coach and his swimmers 
have been among the best in one of the toughest leagues in the state 
—the Suburban 8 Conference where Dearborn, Edsel Ford and 
Plymouth Salem are packed together with the local tankers.
